Firsts  we  are  more  than  happy  to  know  that  you  will  go  on  our  Board  and  I 
"believe  your  acceptance  will  be  most  agreeable  to  Mrs,  Feustel  because  I  talked 
this  matter  over  with  her  and  I  know  that  Mr.  Feustel  could  have  no  better  suc- 
cessor.

1  saw  the  Man ship  Statue  the  last  time  1  was  in  Fort  wayne  as  I  made  a  spe- 
cial trip  over  to  the  Building  to  see  it  but  I  only  had  a  few  minutes  so  spent 
most  01  my  time  gazing  at  the  statue.   It  is  lovely. 

I  am  sending  you  a  photograph  of  the  Lincoln  portrait.   It  is  now  at  the  Nat- 
ional Gallery  in  Washington.   I  had  hoped  to  hang  it  at  the  Hoosier  Salon  but 
this  terrible  commercial  age  in  which  we  live  has  demanded  that  the  Marshall 
Field  Galleries  rent  on  a  concession  basis,  a  most  desirable  room  which  has  alway 
been  used  by  the  Hoosier  Salon  Patrons  Association.

Mr.  Williams,  the  artist,  told  me  when  I  asked  him  if  I  might  communicate  with 
you  and  if  possible  have  it  shown  in  Fort  Wayne  some  time  during  February  in  con- 
nection with  Lincoln  Memorial  services,  etc.,  that  he  would  be  very  glad  to  have 
it  sent  to  you  if  you  woulc  be  willing  to  pay  the  shipping  cosos  from  Washington. 
It  is  a  little  diiierent  portrait  from  anything  I  have  seen.   Mr.  Williams  has 
painted  many  members  of  the  Royal  Family  of  England,  the  Marquis  of  Queens bury, 
Lady  Mary,  a  number  or  members  of  Parliament,  etc.   He  is  Hoosier  born  and  has  all 
the  Hoosier  characteristics  although  he  is  married  to  an  English  wire.   He  expects 
to  be  in  Chicago  some  time  early  in  the  Spring  to  execute  some  portrait  commis- 
sions so  I  think  that  in  showing  it,  it  would  help  boost  the  work  of  Indiana  art- 
iits,  would  attract  the  attention  of  the  many  new  Patrons  we  are  securing  in  Fort 
Wayne  and  that,  the  Civic  Art  League  v/ould  be  very  much  interested  in  seeing  it. 
I  am  sure  it  will  bring  many  visitors  to  the  building.   There  are  some  negogiation: 
on  foot  to  have  it  shown  at  the  Century  of  Progress  in  connection  with  the  Lincol- 
nia  exhibition.   No  one  knows  what  is  going  to  materialize  in  connection  v/ith  the 
World's  Fair  as  things  seem  to  be  changed  every  few  days. 

We  are  so  nappy  to  welcome  you  and  1  can  assure  you  that  our  Board  will  be 
more  than  happy  to  vote  you  in.   We  had  expected  to  have  our  Board  meeting  the 
day  after  Thanksgiving  but  Mr.  Shaffer  has  been  called  out  of  town  so  it  has  been 
postponed  a  week  so  it  will  occur  on  the  2nd  oi    December.

We  should  be  very  glad  indeed  to  have  the  tdncoln 
portrait  of  Mr*  Williams  in  connection  with  the  Lincoln  memorial  Ser- 
vices! we  shall,  of  course,  be  glad  to  take  care  of  the  shipping  costs* 
In  order  that  we  might  give  out  proper  publicity  at  the  time,  it  would 
be  interesting  to  have  a  brief  memorandum  as  to  where  and  when  Mr*  Williams 
was  born  and  what  his  training  or  artistic  education  has  been.   If  you  can* 
at  your  convenience,  supply  definite  information  along  this  line  it  Will 
be  appreciated* 

I  hope  that  at  some  time  I  may  have  the  opportunity  of 
seeing  Mr.  Bendix* s  collection.   A  short  time  ago  X  saw  a  splendid  col- 
lection of  Chinese  ceramics  and  jades,  that  0f  Mr.  David  Weber,  who  lives 
on  Drexel  Boulevard*   X  had  heard  of  this  collection  in  London  and  in 
New  York  and  Chicago  but  didn't  see  it  until  recently*   While  he  has  a 
great  many  of  the  larger  typ®s>  he  also  has  a  great  many  of  the  smaller 
things,  which  I  particularly  desire  and  which  are  especially  prized  among 
the  Chinese  collectors* 

By  the  way,  he  had  an  interesting  little  pm  drawing  by  \ 
Whistler  upon  the  reverse  of  which  was  framed  a  letter  which  Whistler  wrote 
to  Mr.  Morton  on  February  11,  1891,  the  brief  contents  of  which  I  believe 
would  interest  yout 

"Will  you  oblige  me  with  the  loan  of  *400  as  I  have  a 
heavy  payment  to  make  and  should  be  glad  to  have  you  as  one  of  my  creditors** 

By  the  way,  I  am  very  much  Interested  in  gardening  and  & 
have  collected  plants  from  all  over  the  world*   I  have  particularly  a 
large  collection  of  Tulips,  Daffodils,  Irises  and  Peonies,  and  have  many  \ 
interesting  plants  in  my  rock  garden*   It  is  more  particularly  a  spring 
garden  and  the  main  season  is  from  the  1st  of  April  until  about  the  mid- 
dle of  June*   I  hope  that  some  time  you  will  be  here  when  it  is  at  its 
height*   I  have  a  good  many  visitors  during  that  season  from  aH  parts 
of  the  country.

I  certainlv  shall  enjoy  seeing  your  fine  collections  and  visiting  your  gar- 
den and  hope  some  time  1  can  be  in  Fort  Wayne  during  the  summer.   We  are  form- 
ing quite  a  strong  group  of  people  there  who  will  work  with  this  Association 
and  we  hope  to  develop  this  greatly  during  the  coming  year.   It  is  only  going 
to  be  with  the  backing  and  co -operation  of  the  various  cities  ana  towns  in  Ind- 
iana that  this  Association  can  develop  as  it  should,  working  entirely  for  Ind- 
iana people. 

Do  you  happen  to  know  of  any  one  in  Fort  Wayne  v/ho  might  give  a  prize  at 
this  coming  Hoosier  SalonV   Owing  oo  several  deaths  among  prize  donors,  we  are 
* rather  handicapped  this  year  for  a  few  of  our  prizes.   We  have  never  had  a 
prize  from  Fort  wayne  and  it  does  seem  after  nine  years  of  work  that  somebody 
ought  to  be  public  spirited  enough  to  offer  one.   Mr.  Homer  Davisson  has  profit 
ed  quite  greatly  irom  the  Salon  as  we  have  sold  his  pictures  and  he  has  taken 
prizes.  The  Fort  Wayne  Women's  Club  has  always  had  an  exhibition  of  pictures. 
Mr.  Feustel  was  instrumental  in  turning  $100.00  of  his  own  money  and  &250. 00 
from  thf*  Midland  United  Company  toward  our  treasury  but  nary  a  prize  for  the 
benefit  of  some  artist. 


Our  prizes  range  from  &50.00  to  ^200.00.   They  are  given  outright,  are  a  war 
ed  by  the  jury  and  the  presentation  of  the  award  is  made  at  the  evening  party, 
which  is  the  pre-view  in  connection  with  the  Salon  and  this  year  will  occur  on 
Jan.  28th. 


we  still  need  a  popular  vo  oe  prize  which  last  year  was  fclOO.OO  and  which  is 
given  for  the  picture  which  the  artist  members  vote  upon  as  possessing  the  most 
artistic  merit.   Each  artist  visiting  the  Qallery  is  given  a  ballot,  asked  to 


study  the  pictures  carefully  and  oast  a  vote  as  to  uhe  one  he  considers  possesses 
the  greatest  artistic  merit.   This  particular  prize  is  not  awarded  until  the 
close  of  the  Salon,  always  receives  special  publicity  all  over  the  country  as  it 
is  the  final  award.   Then  we  need  a  prize  of  %>50.00  or  %>10u.u0  for  the  outstand- 
ing water  color  in  ohe  entire  exhibition.  *.lso  a  prize  of  $50.00  or  &100.00  for 
the  outstanding  still  life,  also  one  for  the  best  winter  scene  in  oil. 

Perhaps  you  would  like  to  know  inasmuch  as  you  are  to  be  made  a  member  of 
our  Board  of  Trustees,  what  prizes  have  been  offered  this  year.  (See  enclosed 
list.)  Some  years  our  prizes  have  ranged  as  high  as  fc5,500.  This  money  goes 
back  as  a  rule  to  Indiana  and  is  put  in  circulation  there  and  it  is  never  v/asted. 
It  is  an  incentive  that  brings  out  the  finest  kind  of  work. 

If  you  can  suggest  any  one  who  might  give  a  prize  this  year  from  Fort  Wayne, 
I  shall  be  more  than  grateful.

Lincoln  Painting  Here

A  beautiful  new  oil  painting  by 
Charles  Sneed  Williams,  world  famous 
portrait  artist,  is  now  on  display  in  the 
lobby  of  the  Lincoln  National  Life  In- 
surance company  building,  Franklin  B. 
Mead,  executive  vice-president,  has  an- 
nounced. The  exhibit  will  be  open  to 
the     public      from      February      17     to 

March  2. 

The  canvas  by  Mr.  Williams  measures 
4  feet  8  inches  by  C  ieet  8  inches,  and 
with  the  color  and  workmanship  of 
which  the  artist  is  a  master,  shows  the 
man  Lincoln  as  a  lawyer  before  his 
election  to  the  presidency. 

"The  picture  on  display  in  Fort 
Wayne  has  a  most  interesting  history," 
Mr.  Mead  said  in  explaining  its  back- 
ground. "In  1932,  Mr.  Williams  re- 
ceived a  commission  from  the  state  of 
Kentucky  to  do  a  portrait  of  Lincoln 
which  was  to  be  hung  in  the  state 
capitol.  While  working  on  this  Ken- 
tucky portrait  he  also  completed  an- 
other one  which  showed  his  own  con- 
ception of  the  Emancipator."  This  is 
the  painting  which  is  hung  in  the  Lin- 
coln Natiosal  Life  lobby  in  Fort  Wayne. 

The  artist,  Charles  Sneed  Williams,  is 
a  native  Hoosier  and  takes  a  great  in- 
terest in  Indiana  art,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  for  some  years  past  he  has 
made  his  home  in  England.  Mr.  Wil- 
liams has  painted  portraits  of  many 
members  of  the  royal  family  of  Eng- 
land—the marquis  of  Queensbury,  Lady 
Mars — and  a  number  of  members  of 
parliament.  His  works  have  been  ex- 
hibited in  many  famous  art  galleries 
throughout  the  world. 

While  as  painting  go  this  one  is  quite 
young,  it  has  a  considerable  showing, 
including  among  others  the  national 
galleries  in  Washington  and  the  Hoo- 
sier salon  at  Chicago.  IT  present  ne- 
gotiations are  comoleted.  it  will  be  ex- 
hibited at  the  Century  of  Progress 
world's  fair  during  the  summer  of  1933. 

The  public  is  cordially  invited  to  view 
this  work  during  the  time  it  is  ex- 
hibited. Its  showing  was  arranged  for 
art  lovers  of  Fort  Wayne  through  the 
efforts  of  Mr.  Mead,  executive  vice- 
president  of  the  Lincoln  National  Life, 
and  Mrs.  Estella  M.  King,  executive- 
chairman  of  the  Hoosier  Salon  Patrons 
association.

None 
of  these,  however,  possesses  impor- 
tance in  the  light  of  the  chief  figure, 
that  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  This  por- 
trait is  tremendously  significant  for 
its  humanity,  sincerity,  honesty,  viril- 
ity, truth,  and  rugged  beauty.  It  is 
a  magnificent  achievement. 

*       * 
Faithful  to  Life  Mask. 

Mr.  Williams  was  permitted  access 
to  life-masks  of  Lincoln's  face  and 
hands,  so  in  this  portrait  he  was  not 
forced  to  draw  upon  his  imagination 
nor  Lhe  services  of  a  model.  This  Is 
Lincoln's  head,  you  see,  his  face  and 
his  hands.  The  portrait  shows  Mr. 
Lincoln  as  a  youngish  man,  before  he 
entered  the  White  House.  Although 
ho  was  still  free  from  the  heavy  bur- 
den the  years  were  to  lay  upon  him, 
yet  there  is  a  conscious  look  in  his 
eyes  of  reading  a  troublous  future. 

Shrewd,  kindly,  sad,  whimsical,  the 
brown  eyes  flecked  with  green  see 
more  and  show  more  than  one  can 
rightly  read.  The  lips  repeat  the  mes- 
sage of  humor  and  wisdom  written  in 
the  eyes.  The  contour  of  the  head, 
the  modeling  of  the  features,  the  car- 
riage of  the  body,  all  these  elements 
enter  into  the  making  of  this  por- 
trait a   masterpiece. 

It  should  hang  with  the  Stuart  por- 
trait of  George  Washington  in  the

'Best'  Lincoln 
Portrait  Put 
on    Exhibition

Three  exhibitions  are  of  importance 
this  week.     In  the  Ackermann  gallery, 
410    South    Michigan    avenue,    Charles 

Sliced  "Williams  is  showing  a  group  oi 
portraits.  The  significant  canvas  in 
his  exhibit,  however,  is  the  superb 
portrait  of  Abraham  .Lincoln,  a  com- 
mission from  Kentucky  which  he  re- 
cently finished.  It  is  by  all  odds  the 
most  magnificent  painting  of  Lincoln 
we  have  yet  had,  this  because  of  its 
simplicity  and  sincerity.  It  is  Lin- 
coln, the  man,  and  you  feel  his  evi- 
dent humanity  and  reality  in  every 
detail. 

The  Knoecller  gallery,  C22  South 
Michigan  avenue,  opened  yesterday  a 
one  man  show  of  water  colors  and  oils 
by  Louis  Cheskin,  a  Chicago  painter. 
Mr.  Cheskin  handles  water  color  at 
lightning  speed.  His  landscapes  rush 
by  you  like  fields  from  an  express 
train  window.  His  color  rhythm  keeps 
you  charmed,  but  you  gasp  for  an  oc- 
casional anchor  by  which  you  might 
stabilize  some  of  your  swift  impres- 
sions. The  "  Winter  Road  "  gives  the 
most  foothold  and  possibly  for  that 
reason  it  seems  the  most  powerful  of 
these    sketches. 

In  oils  Mr.  Cheskin  is  more  static. 
The  painting's  are  perhaps  more  com- 
monplace than  the  water  colors,  but 
every  gain  must  mean  a  sacrifice 
somewhere.  He  gains  solidity  and 
loses  charm.  "Mellon  Arrangement" 
is  by  far  the  finest  a(  the  oils.  His 
nude,  painted  with  a  brush,  whereas 
his  usual  tool  is  the  palette  knife,  is 
too  smooth,  too  bisciue,  too  red,  to 
warrant  great  appreciation. 

The  third  exhibition  to  have  just 
opened  is  the  tenth  annual  exhibit  of 
the  Chicago  No  Jury  society.  The  ex- 
hibit is  in  the  Gallery  of  Modern  Lite, 
Michigan  Square  building.  It  is  bet- 
ter than  last  year's  show  and  amus- 
ingly diverting  in  itself.  There  are 
paintings  of  all  sizes,  types,  and 
schools  present.  The  most  exquisite 
is  "White  Bouquet,"  by  Hazel  lian- 
nell;  the  most  startling,  "  Black 
Venus,"  by  Todros  Geller;  the  most 
amusing,  "  Aw!  What  the  Hell!  "  by 
Gilbert  Locke,  and  'Grandma,"  by 
Arthur  Weiendorf. 

The  sculpture  division  is  particu- 
larly fine,  though  small.  Julie  Ma- 
nierre  offers  several  delightful  pieces 
and  Maude  Phelps  Hutchins  a  re- 
served "Portrait"  in   bronze. 
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
